Hundreds Die 
In Iran Quake 


TEHRAN, Iran, Jan. 30— OP) — 
Government officials rushed relief 
supplies today to the Persian Gulf 
area of Bushire, struck by a re­ 
cent series of sharp earthquakes.

Representatives of 60 national or­ 
ganizations, claiming a combined

The 150 delegates voted at the 
Hotel Astor to form “a United 
front against a common enem y— 
world communism.” 
The American Legion’s Com­ 
mander, George N. Craig, stressed 
the role of religion in the battle 
against communism, and invited 
all loyal Americans to join the 
fight. He named a 17-members 
national 
steering 
committee 
to 
direct the anti-com m unist drive. 
The conference heard Sen. Karl 
Mundt (R -S. D.) state yesterday 
that Russia now has a stockpile 
of

“In appropriating private prop­ 
erty to municipal uses, the deter­ 
mination of the municipality of 
the fact and extent of the public 
need and uses to which the prop­ 
erty shall be subjected is legisla­ 
tive and political, and may not be 
questioned 
in 
the 
appropriation 
proceedings against the property 
owned. 
“In 
such appropriation 
pro­ 
ceedings the only issue relates to 
the value of the property.” The 
following portions of a supreme 
court 
case are cited by 
Judge 
Rankin: 
“There 
is no provision 
In the 
municipal code for an answer in 
appropriation cases, and no answer 
is necessary. It has been said that 
a motion to strike an answer from 
the files must be granted.” 


Hearing To Be Held 
Judge Rankin also incorporates 
in the decision: 
“If counsel are 
unable to agree upon a date for 
hearing, the court will fix the 
date.” 
W. W. Hill, who represents the 
Fair Board in the application, said 
Monday that he w ill press for an 
early hearing of the application. 
Hill said that he knew of no pro­ 
vision of the law permitting an 
appeal from the findings on the 
motion. 
In such hearings the jury in­ 
spects the premises involved, and 
hears evidence presented by both 
sides as to the value of the prop­ 
erty.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 —(ZP)— 
Secretary of the Interior Chapman 
says the United States needs more 
National Parks, 
especially along 
ocean-fronts and lakeshores. 
He says the federal government 
also ought to speed up the acqui­ 
sition 
of some 550,000 acres 
of 
private lands now inside the Na­ 
tional Parks. 
At the rate of land acquisition 
with funds 
now available, 
says 
Chapman, the process w ill take at 
least IOO years. The private lands 
tend to become more expensive 
as time passes, and there is the 
further danger that som e of their 
park 
values may be lost if they 
remain in private hands. 
Chapman 
recently 
aired 
his 
view s on 
National Park service 
problems before the national con­ 
ference on state parks. In general 
his policies follow those of his 
predecessor, 
J. A. 
Krug. 
Like 
Krug, he stresses the point that 
there shall be no encroachment 
upon the parks “unless the w el­ 
fare or the safety of the nation 
requires it.” 
He has gone further than Krug 
in indicating 
that where 
rival 
recreational and w ater-use needs 
of an area are equal, he m ay be 
on the side of the interior’s re­ 
clamation 
bureau against 
inter­ 
ior’s park service. 
“Where the construction of a 
reservoir, 
dam 
or 
transmission 
line would damage scenic, scien­ 
tific, historical or recreational re­ 
sources of 
greater value 
to the 
nation than the economic benefits 
anticipated, 
the 
greater 
value 
should 
be protected,” 
Chapman 
says. 
“However, 
we cannot fail 
to 
recognize that the needs of a ris­ 
ing population and an expanding 
economy are giving increased im ­ 
portance to our programs for de­ 
velopm ent and utilization of the 
nation’s limited water and other 
natural resources.” 
Chapman says that all the lands 
now 
used by 
federal 
agencies, 
states or communities for parks 
and recreation are inadequate for 
an increasing — and increasingly 
leisured — population. 
“The United States as a whole 
is especially lacking in beach and 
coastal lands,” he says. 
“Oppor­ 
tunities to 
preserve ocean 
and 
lake front lands are fast dim inish­ 
ing. 
We need to accelerate the 
effort to get the best of w hat is 
left.” 
Chapman says he also is strong­ 
ly in favor of: 
1. Careful appraisal of th e r e c ­ 
rea tio n 
p o ssib ilities 
o f 
r e c la m a ­ 
tio n 
p r o je c ts 
n o w 
b ein g 
b u ilt 
th ro u g h o u t th e w est, and p o ssib le 
p ark se r v ic e a d m in istra tio n Of a

o f N ation al im ­ 
p ortan ce. 
2. Better planning for the na­ 
tion’s recreatioftal needs and facil­ 
ities. 
3. Early resumption of the rec­ 
reational 
surveys begun 
before 
the war.

Flood Confrol 
Is Linked with 
Electric Power 


President's Program 
Seeks Development 


Of Ohio Valley

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—(ZP)— 
Harnessing the floods 
that oer- 
iodically have ravaged, the Miss­ 
issippi valley is opening vast new 
resources 
of electric power, and 
President Truman has called for 
getting 
every 
kilowatt 
out 
of 
them. 
He dreams of a giant midwest­ 
ern “central valley” program in­ 
tegrating developm ent of the up­ 
per 
Mississippi, 
Missouri 
and 
Ohio river, with public power pro­ 
jects wherever feasible. 
This is part of his overall idea, 
which he discussed at a recent 
news conference, of co-ordinated 
development of all of the nation’s 
great river valleys. 
Thus, another 
chapter in 
the 
public-versus-private power fight 
would seem to be in the making. 
More specifically, the president 
suggested 
a $1,500,000,000 
flood 
control and navigation program in 
the 
upper 
tw o-thirds 
of 
the 
sprawling 
M ississippi 
valley — 
which he called the country’s vast 
“central 
valley” — with 
public 
power an important product. 


Projects Conpleted 
Projects already completed have 
added 4,307,000 kilowatts a year 
to the area’s power resources, the 
army engineers report. The engi­ 
neers, whose main job in peace­ 
time is the building of flood con­ 
trol and 
navigation works, 
call 
that only a fraction of the poten­ 
tial. 
Such kilowatt figures may not 
mean much to the average reader, 
but to advocates of public power 
they 
portend industrial 
growth 
and better living conditions. 
They estim ate 25,000 kilowatts 
a year w ill supply enough elec­ 
tricity for an average city of 50,- 
000 population — a half kilowatt 
per person — and that some day 
the valley may produce 10,000.000 
more kilowatts 
from its 
water 
control projects. 
• 
But, that time is so far ahead, 
they w on’t even guess when. 
There is an almost endless stock 
of projects for the three valleys 
from which Congress — which is 
the boss — may choose. 
Advo­ 
cates of coordinated development 
say that getting the money from 
Congress to finance the work in 
some logical pattern is the main 
task. 
The costs run high. 


Ohio Basin Projects 
Propects charted for the Ohio! 
basin alone would cost more than 
$6,750,000,000, the army engineers 
say, and som e day m ay produce a

been estimated 
closely yet, but the engineers say 
it w ill be undertaken “som e tim e” 
and produce some power. 
They have on the books a plan­ 
ned flood protection system for 
Vincennes, Ind., to cost $2,810,000 
for w hich Hoosier delegations are 
pressing 
Congress. 
Recent Wa­ 
bash river floods have lent force 
to the appeal. 
Some of the docketed work al­ 
ready is under way, like the Big 
Garrison reservoir on the M iss­ 
ouri river, which ultim ately will 
cost $202,000,000. 
It may produce 
up to 400,000 kilowatts annually. 
The Oahe-reservoir on the M iss­ 
ouri in South Dakota m ay cost 
$234,000,000 
and produce 
up to 
420.000 kilowatts; Wolf Creek res­ 
ervoir on the Cumberland river in 
Kentucky 
may 
cost 
$82,700,000 


and 
produce 270,000 
kilowatts. 
And, so it goes. 
The main idea is to tame those 
rambuctious rivers and improve 
the inland waterway system , from 
the Great Lakes to tim gulf, and, 
at the same time, to develop pub­ 
lic power, irrigate arid lands, con­ 
trol soil erosion, conserve under­ 
ground water resources, and give 
the people better fishing, hunting 
and recreational facilities.

It is not clear whether he did an im perfect 
job or com m itted a tactical blunder in sell­ 
ing som e of his falsified heifers to the gov­ 
ernment, but at any rate he was caught as 
a result of his sales to the M inistry of Food 
and now languishes in jail. 


Such tricks as filing the teeth of an animal

year, Soviet Russia will be ready 
for the calculated risk of a con- 
fict. One of the factors for these 
assum ptions is that the Russians 
and their satellites produce about 
23.000.000 tons of steel: that the 
United States can produce 90,- 
000,000 tons and our allies about 
30.000.000 tons. 
The ratio is im portant only if 
the w ar is of the type that in- 
volves huge quantities of steel. 
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If, on the other hand, we a p ­ 
proach a total revolution in w a r­ 
fare, steel m ay not be so crucial. 
For instance, polar w arfare, in ­

airplanes

continue to function. As for ra il­ 
roads, only the southern 
and 
western fines would be available 
for limited service. 
There 
are

ask: 
“w hat would 
w e be doing in 
the m eantim e?” T hat is not a 
sm art question, because in K nock­ 
out W arfare there are no two 
chances: the one w'ho gets the 
knockout in first, has destroyed 
his enem y’s capacity to resist. 
In an integrated country such 
as curs, wdth 
industry highly 
centralized about large cities of 
dense population, dependent up­ 
on external food and w ater su p ­ 
ply, a knockout blow is possible. 
The question then arises w heth­ 
er polar w ar is possible. On that 
subject, I can have no opinion 
nor can many persons have one. 
It 
involves 
highly 
technical 
knowledge of technical subjects. 
O ur airforce technicians believe 
that polar w arfare is not only 
possible but likely. The laym an 
may five to know- which expert 
was right, but it may also be too 
late by that time. 
So, we must first decide w heth­ 


er we are in danger of a knock­ 
out and w hether we m ust not 
act before we get such a blow. 
It would help if we did know 
precisely w hat Stalin and his 
associates are thinking. Then we 
could form ulate a policy more 
competently. 


fo r instance, Stalin wages a 
propaganda for peace. Peace is 
good: w ar is evil. Can we then 
say that we are opposed to peace9 
But w hat does he mean by peace? 
For instance, if he is for peace, 
why does he build airplanes at 
a ratio that looks like 5 x I 
against ue? Why is he building 
long-range rockets, which can 
only be against us? O r for w hat 
purpose is the excessive b uild­ 
ing of schnorkel subm arines? 
So, we again are faced by the 
very tough queries: w hat does I 
he mean by peace? Does he not j 
operate peace as though it w ere j 
war? Does he not conquer te r- j 
ritory in time of peace as other I 
nations conquer territory in tim e 
of war? 
In a word, Stalin has stood the 
world on its head, and words, 
images, symbols have distorted 
meanings. In fact, w hat we to­ 
day call peace is actually w ar 
and shows all the consequences
